"Come Home with me and refresh thyself."— I Kings, 13:7 




Do you not hear the hearty spon- 
taneity with which the king of the story 
makes the invitation? It is just as we 
I i would say in these days — ' 'Come home and 

1 i take a bite with us." An invitation sug- 

■ getting a friendly desire, and maybe, a 

suggestion that we can give the invited 
one a better time tlian otbemise he would 
have. 

And is not this the way the Heavenly 
Father treats us? Is He not always 
giving us a free invitation? He has 
many visitors; He welcomes them all. 
Some come because they are sack or in 
tronbte— and when all is well they go 
away again. 

S«ne come with a basVet at the hack 
(toor and are content to gather the 
crumbs that faU from His table. He 
has some hired servants that do His 
work and tate His wages, and they have 
bread ejrough and to spare. But the 
Heavenly Father has some children who 
fiiKi in Him their home. To them He 
says "Son, thou art ei'er with Me; all 
that I have is thine." 

What must be His sorrow? 

I wonder if we shall ever adequately 
picture the grief of the Father's heart 
for these v,-ho, in an earthly sense, never 
bear such an invitation as this. What 
must be His sorrow for those who live 
homeless and fatherless, orphaned amidst 
the mysteries of life, the whoice and the 
whither, and the emptiness o£ 2!! apart 
from Himself. The measure of God's 
love to men is the measure of His grief 
for those who do not suffer that great 
love to satisfy them. 

What an agony of pity, a yearning and 
Itmging of love was there in the words 
of the Lord Jesus as He looked on the 
city of old. "Oh, Jerusalem! Jerusalem! 
How often would I have gathered thy 
children together even as a hen gathereth 



ber chickens under her wings. And ye 
would not." 

That yearning pity for Jerusalem is the 
longing of the Heavenly Father for the 
separate and mdividual possession of each 
orie of us. 

'There are historic Scriptural instances 
which almost immediately occur to one 
when one gets on to this strain. Those 
who knew of refreshment and home, and 
yet wandered so far afield from both. 

Picture the prodigal of the old-time 
story. He goes along his way ragged and 
wretched, friendless and unpitied, away 
over the hills to his degiaded service 
amongst the swine. "I perish with 
hunger," said he, "No man gave unto 
him." There was a deeper, sorer need 
than that for bread, a«] that need no 
man could satisfy. The home yearn is 
so strong on him that, at last, in despera- 
tion, he makes up his mind to go home. 
For that want the prodigal must be at 
h«ne with his Father. 

There is another picture in the Old 
Testament that we may set beside it: 
There, amongst all that wealth could 
purchase, all that heaped ap Jusurj* cauld 
bring, is the same bitter cry of hunger. 

"Imade my great works: I builded me 
houses; I planted me vineyards; I got 
me servants and maid-servants; I gath- 
ered me silver and gold; I got me men 
singers and women singers, aad the 
deUghts of the sons of men. Whatsoever 
mine eyes desired I kept not from them: 
I Hithheld not from every joy. And 
behold— all teas taniiy end texalion of 
spiTil," 

He, too, sits amidst the emptiness of it 
all, perishing with hunger, and, apparently, 
heeding not Uie eleinal invitation, "Come 
home, and refresh th>-Belf." 

There is such a blessed intimacy about 
this m\itatjon which makes it ring as the 
ver>' beUs of the gospel; we can, so to 
spsak, aimost hear the pealing of the 
bouse bell which says that while we 
stand without, we are sure of admission: 
sure that in a moment or two we shall 
be welcomed, oh, so heartily! 

Most of us could never feel at home 
where a rigid etiquette required us to 
consider our words, our ways, our looks, 
our behaviour, lest we offend. There is 
the perfect freedom of the home when 
we can talk to the gracious and loving 



Father of all th^t concerns us as a man 
talketh to his friend. When ye pray, say 
Out Father, To be assured of that Father- 
hood is to know the secret of all real 
prayer. There must be this blessed 
intimacy with God if we would bt at 
home with Him. 

And is this not what He dedres! It is 
good to tliink of the prodigal arising, and 
gdag home to His Father, but mora 
w<Hiderfu] is it when otir Lord comes and 
kiacks, and asks for pennission to enter at 
the door. "If any man hear My vcrice 
and will open the door I will come in and 
sup with him." He who came of old 
eating and drinking cranes still to be at 
home with u&— oik of us— one with us, 
making ours the Father's house. His 
habitation, and His home. 

There is such a sureness in this invita- 
tion. We do not feel we are being in- 
vited to a cold hearth-place; to an ill 
spread table; or to an empty cupboard. 
There is a banner waving over the ban- 
queting hall which is Love itself. Here 
He would have us find an end of our care, 
and the fullness of rest and blessedness 
after all the toils of the ^tay and the terrors 
of the journey. 

We read bow King Saul was troubled in 
sjHrit— dull, depresed and lonesome. 
Then they fetched young Etavid the 
shepherd lad and he took a harp and 
played with his hand. So Saul was re- 
freshed and welL 

The Harp of God 

Just in the same way, so it seems to us, 
if we will but yield to the Father-king's 
invitation, here is the Harp of God for 
the troubled soul. The refreshment after 
the roumey. The sv.'estsst music on 
earth that soothes all our troubles to rest. 
The tender care, too. of the Father; the 
ceaseless care of His love is ours— the 
cuie for all our fears and frettings. 

Oh, it seems Uiat, as ?.'e v.-rite, we can 
feel the warm breath of His welcoming 
kiss; the clasp of His Father hand, and 
the repeated invitation— Come, refresh 
thyself. 

Say, shall we accept it? WM you? 
Let us do so together, shall we? It is the 
King Who calls; it is the Father and if 
we will but go home .... surely goodness 
and mercy shall follow tts all the days of our 
life; and we will dwell in the House of the 
Lord /orerer.— " J' '

A branch of The A^m^■ work in the 
Netherlands which lately lias given much 
reason for salisfacLion and gratitude is 
the midnight work, writes Lt.-Colonel 
Westergaard. the Chief Secretary foi- 
Holland. The lust six months our OlTicers 
have spent 8-13 hours in the night, working 
in this midnight effort, besides 596 hours 
in the daytime. They have had personal 
talks in the slreets with 287 girls and 
have visited on an average thirty brothels 
every month, speaking to the girls there. 
They have also visited the sick girls in 
hospital and had the joy of leading 
twenty of them to the Saviour. Two 
have been sent to the Rescue Home and 
one was sent back to her friends. The 
Officers of our midnight work have dis- 
tributed 1.576 "War Crys" on the streets, 
in public houses, and brothels. The work 
has not been without definite results, 
which the followini; will =hc-v.-:

(West) Territory who ha^ recesuly visited 
Behze and other centres in the Mahogany 
County of I3ritish Honduras, sjtys: "It 
was cold enough for me to wear my top 
coat when we set out to visit the .Mahog- 
any Camp. ^Ve got on top of the rail- 
motor, our journey of tv.-i:nt>--f()ur miles 
was on a single track out through the 
hu=n. w(i;ch hia ;i Icrlilc dislricl. and on 
to the mountain ranges. Our driver and 
his assistant were Carib Indians, with 
well defined features. They were like 
boys with a to\-. and appeared to get 
plenty of fun out of the driving. Pcr- 
sonalh-, I was not without fear of being 
thrown o^-er the pile built bridges into 
the depths below, so swiftlv did we sweep 
along, 

"The bridges are nvjde of wooden 
piles, with ties thrown across, the width 
of the motor. The country at places is 
dark entangled forest land, "and there are 
tigers, snakes and other living things, 
including the famous battleflics. which 
come at one like an army of aeroplanes. 
They suck one's blood and leave a scar. 
The men and ibrcstcr.s we saw h;id guns 
to protect themselvcsagainst wild animals. 
%Ve arrived at the terminus of the railwa\- 
and came to the small light rails, which 
lead to Mahogany Camp, and on which 
the great logs were brought to the main 
land for shipment. 

Crossed Seventy-five Bridses 

"We haii to walk a mile over this little 
railway Imck, in order to climb over 
mountains; it is the mo.n tiirilling walk 
I have e\'er had. We crossed sevcntv- 
five bridges, innsisting of huge logs of 
M-ood. thrown over the rivers and ravines, 
and we had to step warily from tie to 
tie. We grew so giddy that Field Major 
Martin an I myself hud to crawl over 
on our hands and knees, as some ol the 



ti'.-s svcie Loo wide apart for us to take 
steps with conlidence. 

"Perhaps the most interesting part of 
the journey was the aerial tramway, 
which is composed of steel wires running 
overhead, far over the mountains and 
spanning a huge precipice. This is to 
overcome the [ihysical diflicultj- of trans- 
ft.-!- M.Mii i'ni' camp"; to the r.iilv.ay I'.^cl. 
Our Journey back to Camp was thrilling. 
We stood on one of the small trucks in 
front of the logs, and the little engine 
pulled us along the narrow railway 
tracks, o\'cr ri\Trs and chasms. At times 
as we looked down we could see nothing 
but gaping depths. We came down to 
the foot of the mountain and the engine 
had finished its task. 

Hung by Slender Ropes 

'.A. square 'box' was lowered in which 
Field-Major Martin and myself had to 
sit on two kerosene tins. Then up we 
went like a rocket! When we reached 
beyond the mountain top, we began to 
glide down again. While we did so the 
ticus looked like srnaii plants right down 
in the depths. We saw the river and 
heard it roar as it tumbled over huge 
boulders. Once or twice we iiad a thrill 
as we hung by the slender ropes, as when 
the trolle\' slipjicd over a switcli. We 
slipped along over the mountain, however, 
until we came to the camp from whence 
we had stnrlpri 

"The experii-ncf was never to be -f,';r- 
gotten. but we were thankful that the 
journey was so .short. We had talks 
with the men about their homes and work. 
Thcst; caEiips are very lonely places, and 
the men are away for months together. 
The Salvation Army is not unknown to 
some of these men, for whom we arc 
hoping to cater more and more in the 
days ahead."

Little Foes and Faults 

WAS searching one day last week 
— for some examples of the evil 
wrought by little foes and faults, and, 
knowing where to look, I found a 
few. I was not altogether unmindful 
of the fact that we are now in the 
midst of the Youi>g People's Crusade, 
and that some illustrations might be 
useful for me, and for others who 
will be speaking to the younp folk 
during these days. 

Death by the "Littles" 

First came the story of the hunter 
wlio thought he had killed a tiger and 
approached the beast to examine its 
skin, Hilly to discover that it was iiut 
yet dead. With a roar it sprang up, 
seizing the hunter by the Itree and 
crashing the bone before it fell back 
dead. It was impossible for the man 
to walk, and in considerable agony he 
lay upon the ground, waiting for the 
help he knew would eventually come 
in reply to his shoutings. After a 
few hours, however, he forgot the 
tiger and his broken bones in his tre- 
mendous struggle with thousands of 
little ants, which covered him and 
seemed to bore into every nerve as 
with hot awls; and but for the ar- 
rival of timely help he would soon 
have been killed. Which story is a 
parable, and is full of admonition for 
those with understanding. 

Nearly Lost by — Losing 

Now the other story was of a Lon- 
don workman who was employed, 
many years ago, in the making of a 
lifeboat. Before the buaL was finished 
he lost his hammer, and probably 
never knew that it was nailed up in 
the bottom of the boat. Perhaps, 
even had he known, he would have 
thought the only harm (lone was the 
loss of a hammer, but the beat was 
put into service, and every time it 
moved on the waves the hammer 
rolled from side to side. Little by 
Tittle it wore for itself a track, until 
it had worn through the planking of 
the boat dovm to its copper .sheathing 
before it was discovered. Only that 
sheet of copper kept out the sea, A 
little thing at the start, but wlial, 
mischief it might have caused hut 
for the righting in time of the harm 
it had dene! And the moral of that 
story? What but that of the need for 
the offering of the prayer: "Cleanse 
Thou me from secret fault.s?"

That was 
perfectly true then, although if we 
were left free to stress anything to- 
day, we would rather remark upon the 
Doctor's ever-ready thoughtfulness, 
when she places her knowledge so 
freely at the disposal of those less 
equipped than her.self. We say noth- 
ing about her real friendship with 
and for those who, in most unhappy 
moments, come within her care; nor 
of her rejoicing with those who in the 
supreme joy of happy motherhood call 
upon her to share their happiness. 
But this is all part of our Ai-my call. 




Brigadier Whittaker's career has 
been full of stirring incident, con- 
trasted with some quiet, even placid 
moments.

The Western Front in 1918 
Those were stirring and never-to- 
be-forgotten days which she spent in 
company with Colonel Booth, and 
other intrepid souls, during the fol- 
lowing five years in France. She was 
at Amiens when the Germans broke 
through on the Western Front in 
1S18, and all Hospital wor'Kers had 
their hands full after the terrible 
battles of those days. In the inter- 
vals, such as they were. Ensign 
Whittaker was carefully pursuing her 
studies, which were taken up with 
zest after the Armistice. 

They were, in another way perhaps, 
equally strenuous years; seeking 
knowledge which would be used on 
the wide battlefield with disease and 
sickness; but how well she put those 
days to use, is evidenced by the pro- 
fessional diplomas which came to her, 
and which now sei-ve to show the ac- 
cepted and eminent position she hold.^ 
in medical circles in Winnipeg, and 
indeed the world generally. 
Further Honors 
Since coming to Winnipeg the 
Brigadier has not been without recog- 
nition of her especial place in profes- 
sional circles. The Women's iMedical 
Association of Manitoba elected her 
their president for the current year; 
and she is also the only woman having 
a seat on the Committee charged 
with the local arrangements for the 
World's Medical Congress which is 
to meet in the City in 1930. Special 
honors these — all round we say, and 
we rejoice with her. 

All this is good news, wc set it 
down gladly, almost proudly, for is 
she not one of us? Although after 
all, we do rejoice most, we think, in 
the humble and comradely Salvation- 
ism which we assoeiate with her name.
